The Civil Service Commission has really detailed brought it home, 
dossiers on seven and a half-million people, of which, 
again according to Newsweek, nearly 250,000 contain ad¬ 
verse information. 

'Hie federal government is the largest customer of 
the 30 U.S. firms that manufacture such snooping devices 
as minute “spike” microphones which can be driven into 
walls, infra-red cameras that take pictures in the dark, 
and transmitters and microphones that can be sewn into 
suits, capped on teeth and concealed in tie clips or martini 
olives. 

In Washington, all phones of government agencies are 
assumed to be tapped, and it is common practice to ma'Ko 
confidential calls from public phono booths. There are 
approximately 5000 “snooper button” devices in the Capitol 
tliat enable secretaries to switch into telephone conversa¬ 
tions without iKung detected. 

While the disclosure of information obtained by wire¬ 
tapping is illegal, there is no law against wiretapping 
itself, and no law against selling snopping devices.

State Revenues 
Up 10 Per Cent 

Richard Nevins, Southern 
California member of the 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced today that state 
revenues from the three 
highway-user taxes admin¬ 
istered by the board totaled 
$448,489,(X)0 during 1963. 
This gross amount, with a 
strong assist from the one- 
cent-per-gallon gas tax in¬ 
crease effective October 1, 
1963, was up 10 per cent 
over that for the prior year. 

Included in the total is 
$1,112,000 from the special 
floor stocks tax imposed 
primarily on service station 
operators who had 1,000 or 
more gallons of gasoline on 
hand at the beginning of 
business on October 1, 1963.
